furnish an office for the 
taxpayer. It is not yet clear 
how this will affect teach¬ 
ers, but we woudn’t like our 
spouse having to stay 
around a school campus 
after hours. There is too 
great a danger during day¬ 
light hours, let alone after 
twilight. 

For those who will still 
be able to claim the deduc¬ 
tion, here is how to com¬ 
pute it: first, determine the 
entire floor space of the 
home that is the claimed of¬ 
fice space. In most cases 
this is about 8 to 10 per 
cent of the home; then, de¬ 
termine the total expense 
for the home, annually, to 
include utilities and in¬ 
surance, but exclusive of re¬ 
pairs except to the office 
space; finally, take that per¬ 
centage of the expenses at¬ 
tributable to the office and 
enter it on the Schedule A 
under Misc.' Deduction. Be 
careful, any furniture or 
equipment that ycu put in 
that office must be entered 
separately as deprecia b 1 e 
property. Also, be prepared 
to substantiate all those ex¬ 
penses. 

Guess this Is a good time 
to discuss depreciation. Yot 
can only depreciate items 
that are used in the pursuit 
of the buck. If the item is 
used partially for persona! 
use, you can depreciate only 
the proportionate business 
part. To depreciate an item, 
you must determine the use¬ 
ful life of the stuff. Then, 
find the salvage value of the 
item at the end of that use 
ful life. One of the best 
ways to do this is to ask 
the seller as you are buy¬ 
ing. 

Now, substract the sal-

vage value from the pur¬ 
chase price, divide by the 
amount of years in the use¬ 
ful life, and enter on the 
appropriate schedule. For 
most, this is the Schedule B, 
but is also enterc-d on the 
Schedule C of the business 
return. Be careful not to go 
past zero. If you should do 
that, the excess amount 
must be recaptured as in¬ 
come in a subsequent year. 
The IRS provides Form 4562 
for the computation of de¬ 
preciation, if you wish to 
use it, but be sure to keep 
track of the past year’s de¬ 
preciation and you won’t 
have that problem. Yes, you 
can adjust the depreciation 
should you find that the 
useful life had been mis¬ 
calculated. 

A little about penalties, 
now. One thing that most of 
us don’t knew is that if we 
have made a sale of a ma¬ 
jor item and made a profit, 
if the profit is not rein¬ 
vested within a year, the 
IRS needs a quarterly de¬ 
posit of the tax. (That’s 
what they say). This is 
normally a residence and 
failure to make the deposit 
can result in a late payment 
penalty. This can be stiff. 
It amounts to five per cent 
per month of the amount 
due up o 25 per cent. This 
amount runs to the due date 
for filing the return. How¬ 
ever, if you have any cre¬ 
dits, that amount is deducted 
from the tax due on the 
gain before computing the 
penalty. Further, if you 
liave overpaid yc«r tax 
through withholding or esti¬ 
mated taxes, the Service 
cannot assess the penalty. 
The Service also assesses a 
jienalty if you fail to sign 
the return. They hold that 
failure to sign is the same 
as failure to file- Incidental¬ 
ly, if you went to the Tax¬ 
payer Assistance of the IR.S 
and relied on advice of a 
Revenue Officer, ycu are 
still just as liable. 

Now, supfxise you didn’t 
pay but didn’t mean to de¬ 
fraud the government, the 
IRS can still penalize you 
five per cent of the tax due. 
(And, believe us, they will.) 
If the Service decides that 
you had attempted to de¬ 
fraud them their due, they 
can assess you fifty per cent 
of the total underpayment. 
This penalty can be as¬ 
sessed, even if you have al¬ 
ready paid the tax. Needless 
to say, paying the penalty 
does not bar a criminal case 
being biought and does not 
have any bearing on any 
fine that the Court might 
slap on you. These penal¬ 
ties are not deductible. Any 
interest that you pay is de¬ 
ductible. And. yes, they can 
assess the penalty and in¬ 
crest, both. Converse, to the 
deductibility of interest, any 
Interest paid you by the 
Service must be picked up 


as Miscellaneous Income the 
following filing. 

Back to the beginning of 
the article for a moment. It 
comes to mind that if you 
can’t deduct for doing an 
office In the home, is there 
another side of that coin? 
For instance, if a Congress¬ 
man engages in activities 
other than Congression a 1 
business, does he have to 
reimburse the government 
for a house, oops, home in 
the office? Some of the 
revelations about Congres¬ 
sional affairs lately seem to 
make the question germaine. 
’Course, it just might be that 
legislators are not subject to 
the same laws that we ordi¬ 
nary mortals are.
